It is an adult's) 
world, beyond all doubt, in sporta | 
and in every-day living. 

As it applies to the church, the 
same thing is likely to happen also. 
So far as the United Church is 
concerned, there is an ever- 
growing need for more facilities 
for our children. The church will 
have to take some really progres- 
sive steps to meet the need now and 
in the years to come. Is it too 
early to begin thinking, and then. 
having thought not too long, take 
action to provide a church hall for 
the special benefit of the young- 
sters in the Sunday School. This 
will be considered at the time of 
our annual meeting — time yet to
